“The results of the Examinations are on the whole again satisfactory. 
The number of papers marked ‘ excellent ’ is about five per cent, higher 
than in the Christmas Examinations. 

“Botany in Classes III. and IV., and Natural History in Classes I. and 
II. is distinctly good and shows improvement. The subject has clearly 
had careful study. The answers in many cases are illustrated by very 
good sketches.

In the opinion of the writer of the preface of this volume, the tropical 
forests represent to-day the far away conditions under which plant and 
animal life first arose and passed through the main stages of their evolu- 
tionary history. For us who live in Europe, a creation of the Glacial 
Epoch, a journey to the tropics is necessary to realise somewhat the nature 
of the battle of life which went on before the Great Ice Age swept away 
colossal species. It was in those luxuriant forests, amid fierce battles of 
species, that this author believes our ancestors first began to be human ; 
hence, in his opinion, the educational value of a sojourn in them. Mr. 
Rodway’s experiences among the men, the plants and the animals of 
Guiana Forests, make chapters of very pleasant reading, which we heartily 
recommend to those who have formed no personal acquaintance with 
similar scenes.
